They  are  fully  guaranteed  true  to  name  and  to  arrive  in  good  growing 
condition.  All  roots  sent  before  April  1st  are  at  buyer’s  risk.  We  take 
every  possible  precaution  against  freezing  but  we  cannot  guarantee 
their  safe  arrival. 

Green  Plants.  Our  green  plants  are  base  cuttings  from  healthy 
stock,  they  are  slow  grown  and  with  reasonable  care  should  give  equally 
as  good  results  as  roots.  We  pay  all  regular  postage  charges,  but  on 
green  plant  shipments  if  they  are  likely  to  be  in  transit  more  than  24 
hours  it  will  be  well  to  add  25c  so  that  we  can  ship  special  delivery. 

Remittance.  Money  may  be  sent  by  P.  O.  Money  Order,  Express 
Money  Order,  Registered  Mail  or  Check.  Stamps  are  very  convenient 
for  small  amounts,  but  we  much  prefer  the  small  denominations. 

We  offer  the  usual  terms  to  bona  .fide  com¬ 
mercial  growers  where  our  stock  will  permit.  Please  use  business 
stationery  when  ordering.

This  permit  may 
be  easily  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Pest  Board  stating  what  you  wish 
to  import.

BABY  FRANCIS.  We  are  proud  to  introduce  this  pink 
Miniature  which  was  produced  in  our  own  garden.  The 
picture  tells  the  story  much  better  than  words.  It  won 
for  us  in  New  York  for  the  best  commercial  Miniature 
arrangement  and  we  feel  sure  that  it  will  win  many  more 
such  awards  as  it  is  ideally  suited  for  this  purpose.  Long 
upright  stems;  blooms  about  2%  to  3  inches  and  are 
produced  in  such  abundance  as  to  almost  hide  the  bush. 
The  color  is  amaranth  with  perhaps  a  suggestion  of  deep 
orchid.  The  demands  for  it  have  far  exceeded  our  great¬ 
est  expectations  and  we  are  now  far  sold  out  of  roots  for 
1937.  We  will  have  only  a  limited  number  of  plants.

MARY  TALLMADGE  (Peck-Ailing)  (I.  D.)  It  is  diffi¬ 
cult  these  days  to  get  a  variety  which  is  distinct  or  an 
improvement  in  color  over  existing  varieties.  This  is 
decidedly  different,  being  a  peculiar  old  rose  shaded  mul¬ 
berry  pink  with  a  smoky  overcast.  The  growing  habits 
are  ideal,  long  stems,  strong  plants  with  heavy  leaf 
resisting  foliage.  It  may  be  grown  as  large  as  the  best 
of  them  and  the  blooms  are  produced  freely.  The  late 
Derrill  Hart  grew  it  in  1935  and  gave  us  enthusiastic 
reports  on  it.  He  desired  to  place  it  on  his  Honor  Roll 
but  withheld  it  at  our  request  as  our  stock  was  then 
limited.  Roots  S10.00  Plants  $5.00 

BRIGHT  STAR  (I.  I).)  (Sigismond.)  The  colors  of  this 
new  introduction  are  extremely  bright  and  striking.  The 
dominant  color  is  scarlet  red  with  the  reverse  of  the 
petals  sulphur  to  buff  yellow.  Flowering  habit  prolific, 
heavy  stems  and  the  blooms  facing  on  side.  Size  8  to  10 
inches.  Roots  $7.50  Plants  $3.75

AIKO  (S.  C.)  Cardinal  or  deep  carmine  with  a  silver  reverse  showing 
at  the  center  and  tips.  Bushes  are  strong  open  growers  and  the 
blooms  stand  out  in  a  fine  bold  fashion.

ALICE  STELL1CK  (F.  I>.)  We  believe  this  to  be  one  of  the  best  of  the 
many  bi-colored  varieties.  Color  is  rich  scarlet  and  pure  glistening 
white,  each  color  being  most  sharply  divided.  A  luxuriant  grower 
on  long  stems.  Roots  S  .75  Plants  $  .50 

ANNA  BENEDICT  (I.  D.)  A  most  satisfactory  dark  red.  The  color  is 

deep  garnet  with  nearly  black  shadings  at  the  center.  A  flower  of 

very  strong  substance  and  a  red  which  stands  the  weather  exceedingly 
well  when  cut.  The  high  scoring  variety  at  the  1934  trial  gardens  at 
Storrs.  Roots  S2.50  Plants  SI. 75 

ARELDA  LLOYD  (I.  D.)  A  sport  of  Jane  Cowl  having  the  same  habit 
of  growth  in  every  way  but  of  a  clear  golden  yellow  color  throughout. 
The  highest  scoring,  and  easily  the  most  outstanding  variety,  in  the 
1933  Storrs  trial  gardens.  If  you  like  Cowl  you  will  like  this  one.

AMELIA  EARHART  (S.  C.)  A  1933  Honor  Roll  winner  which  has 
proved  its  worth.  Coral  in  color  and  a  producer  of  many  12  inch 
blooms.  One  of  the  real  outstanding  new  varieties.

ANNABELLE  (F.  D.)  A  very  desirable  florist  cut  flower.  The  color  for 
the  most  part  is  pure  waxy-white  with  just  a  slight  overcast  of 
silvery-pink.  Flowers  have  great  substance  and  keep  extremely  well 
when  cut.  Size  from  5  to  7  inches  under  ordinary  culture.

BALLEGO’S  GLORY  <F.  D.)  A  Holland  variety  of  distinctive  and  un¬ 
usual  color.  The  shadings  depend  somewhat  on  the  weather  conditions 
but  are  for  the  most  part  mahogany  red  with  a  distinct  gold  border 
or  tip  on  each  petal.  Roots  S  .75  Plants  $  .50 

BONNIE  BELMONT  (S.  C.)  A  1936  introduction  which  very  much 
anpealed  to  us  as  it  grew  in  our  garden  last  season.  The  color  is 
clear  glistening  yellow :  size  8  to  10  inches.  Has  fine  stems  and 
blooms  very  freely.  Roots  S5.00  Plants  $2.50 

BUCKEYE  KING  (F.  D.)  Gold  with  slight  apricot  suffusions  and 
shading  deeper  toward  center.  A  variety  which  produces  many  large 
clean  appearing  flowers  of  exceptional  keeping  quality.

Plants  $  .50 
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CALIFORNIA  IDOL  (I.  I).)  This  giant  yellow  was  easily  one  of  the 
most  outstanding  Dahlias  at  the  Cincinnati  show  last  season  and 

seems  to  be  well  adapted  to  the  hot  Mid  West  climate.  The  size 

is  equal  to  the  largest  and  the  stems  and  habit  of  growth  all  are  good. 

Roots  $5.00  Plants  $2.50 

CLARA  CARDER  (F.  D.)  This  was  one  of  our  favorites  of  last  sea¬ 
son’s  new  ones.  The  color  is  new  and  pleasing,  clear  cyclamen  pink. 
The  plants  are  medium  growers  and  the  flowers  are  held  on  top  of 
a  very  heavy  rigid  stem.  One  of  our  prize  winners  at  the  1930  New 
York  Show.  Roots  $3.00  Plants  $1.50 

CAVALCADE  (F.  I).)  A  variety  similar  in  habit  of  growth  and  stem  to 
.Jersey’s  Beauty,  but  somewhat  larger  and  several  shades  darker  in 
color,  or  nearly  a  deep  rose.  Roots  $2.00  Plants  $1.00 

CLARA  BARTON  (I.  I).)  The  large  blooms  of  this  variety  face  up¬ 
ward  on  long  straight  stems.  The  face  of  the  blooms  are  a  silvery 

orchid  with  a  reverse  of  deep  lavender.  Bush  of  medium  height  and 
are  strong  growers.  Roots  $1.50  Plants  $  .75 

COL.  LEWIS  (F.  I).)  A  large  easy  growing  variety  which  should  be 
better  known.  The  color  is  deep  mulberry  rose  and  is  quite  different 
from  existing  sorts.  Plants  $1.50 

DIXIE  RAVENSCROFT  (I.  I).)  A  large  bright,  cheerful  bloom  of 
bright  orange  and  the  face  with  a  reverse  of  lemon  and  golden  yellow. 
The  flowers  are  large  and  deep,  the  plants  are  low  and  sturdy  growing. 

Roots  $1.00  Plants  $  .50 

DR.  J.  H.  CARMAN  (F.  D.)  A  broad  petal  giant  of  deep  American 
Beauty  rose.  A  many  time  prize  winner. 

EAGLE  ROCK  FANTASY  (I.  I).)  This  giant  variety  has  carried  out 
every  claim  made  for  it  as  it  has  been  a  prize  winner  from  coast  to 
coast.  The  color  is  an  unusual  shade  of  orchid  or  mallow  pink. 

Roots  $1.00 

EDWARD  RINDFLEISCH  (F.  D.)  A  clear  brilliant  red  which  does  not 
burn  in  the  sun.  Large,  a  good  bloomer  and  an  exceptionally  good 

variety  in  the  red  class.  Roots  $  .75  Plants  S  .50 

EDNA  FERBER  (S.  C.)  A  bloom  of  huge  size,  being  deep  and  full  with 

curled  and  twisted  petals.  The  color  is  a  combination  of  brilliant 
coral  and  old-gold  at  base  of  petals.  Roots  $  .75  Plants  S  .50 

ELITE  GLORY  (F.  D.)  Large  brilliant  red  with  the  broadest  petals  of 
any  variety  known.  Fine  heavy  erect  stems. 

Roots  $  .50 

ELITE  SPORT  (F.  D.)  A  sport  of  Elite  Glory  which  may  now  and 
then  revert  to  the  original  but  for  the  most  part  the  flowers  are  a 
soft  buff  striped  and  speckled  crimson.  Like  the  original  plants  are 
heavy  growers  and  the  flowers  are  large.  Roots  $  .50 

EVA  HUNT  (F.  D.)  A  tall  growing  waxy  white  which  we  like  very 
much.  Stems  are  stiff  and  hold  the  blooms  high  above  the  foliage. 

Plants  $1.00 

FOREST  FIRE  (I.  D.)  A  spectacular  and  different  bi-color,  being 
bright  lemon  yellow  for  about  half  the  length  of  the  petals,  then 
shaded  to  rich  scarlet  towards  the  tips,  enhanced  by  clear  yellow 
petaloids.  It  is  a  stocky  grower  and  by  slight  disbudding  very  mar¬ 
velous  blooms  may  be  produced.  Roots  S2.50  Plants  $1.25 

FORT  MONMOUTH  (I.  D.)  This  has  undoubtedly  won  more  prizes  in 
the  largest  bloom  class  than  any  other  variety  grown.  The  color  is 
rich  wine  red  with  an  underlying  tone  of  brilliant  crimson  maroon, 
and  a  slight  bluish  violet  tone  at  the  tips  of  petals.  The  stems  are 
long  and  stiff,  flowers  do  not  burn  and  last  well  when  cut. 

Roots  $  .75  Plants  $  .50 

FORT  WASHINGTON  (I.  D.)  A  fine  large  flower  of  deep  crimson 
shading  to  maroon  in  center.  A  monster  flower  which  should  be  in 
every  garden.  Roots  S  .50 

FRAU  O.  BRACHT  (S.  C.)  It  would  be  hard  to  imagine  a  more  clean- 
cut  outstanding  bloom  than  this.  A  cut  flower  par  excellence,  and  a 
fine  keeper.  Color  is  a  clean,  clear  light  primrose  yellow. 

Roots  SI. 00  Plants  S  .75 

GOLDEN  GOBLIN  (I.  DA  Yellow  and  bronze  shaded.  Used  very  ex¬ 
tensively  as  a  seed  producer.  Roots  S  .50 

GOLDEN  ECLIPSE  (F.  D.)  The  originators  have  most  aptly  described 
this  in  calling  it  a  fool  proof  variety.  The  clear-cut  appearance  of 
the  flower  immediately  appeals.  It  is  a  clear  golden  yellow  shading 
to  a  warm  salmon  or  flesh  color  at  center.  A  vigorous  grower  to  a 
height  of  7  feet.  Exhibition  blooms  may  be  cut  with  ex'tremely  long 
stems.  A  certificate  of  merit  and  a  two-time  Honor  Roll  variety. 

Roots  $1.00  Plants  $  .50 

GOLDEN  STANDARD  (Cactus)  A  fine  new  variety  of  clean  outstand¬ 
ing  appearance.  Good  Cactus  form  and  the  blooms,  while  carried  at 
right  angles  on  the  stems,  always  look  you  right  in  the  face.  The 
color  is  buff  shaded  to  amber  and  gold.  Roots  S2.50  Plants  $1.25 

GOLDEN  LIGHT  (F.  I)  .)  One  of  our  1935  introductions.  The  unusual 

markings  and  colors  of  this  variety  always  attract  attention.  The 
ground  color  is  canary  yellow  edged  and  more  or  less  marked  and 
snlashed  carmine.  All  habits  are  good,  long  erect  stem  and  a  fine 
clean  grower.  Size  about  8  inches  under  ordinary  conditions. 

Roots  $1.50  Plants  $  .75 

GRACE  CURLING  (T.  D.)  A  glorious  decorative  of  great  size  and  im¬ 
posing  in  both  form  and  color.  It  is  orchid  lavender  shading  to  white 
at  base  with  something  of  a  silvery  overcast.  An  imported  variety 
which  will  be  grown  here  for  a  long  time. 

Roots  $  .50 

GRANDEE  (I.  I).)  An  extremely  large  bloom  but  it  must  be  carefully 
handled  to  bring  it  out  of  the  foliage.  The  color  is  a  peculiar  com¬ 
bination  of  mahogany,  bronze  and  yellow.

HEATHERBLOOM  (I.  I).)  The  formation  of  this  variety  resembles  a 
large  recurved  chrysanthemum.  The  color  is  a  rich  rosy  purple  with 
heavy  shadings  of  white.  6  to  8  inches  deep  and  more  in  diameter. 

Roots  $1.00  Plants  S  .50 

HUNT’S  VELVET  WONDER  (I.  D.)  An  achievement  medal  winner  at 
the  1934  A.  D.  S.  exhibition,  which  is  the  highest  award  any  Dahlia 
receives,  awarded  a  certificate  at  the  Storrs  Trial  Gardens  and  men¬ 
tioned  on  the  various  Honor  Rolls  for  1934.  Color  is  violet-purple  and 
burgundy  to  true  purple.  Blooms  are  not  only  large  but  deep  and 
massive.  The  stems  are  very  strong  and  the  flowers  stand  out  well. 

Roots  $3.00  Plants  $1.50 

IDA  PERKINS  (F.  I).)  We  believe  this  to  be  the  most  widely  grown 
white  at  the  present  time.  Easily  the  best  of  the  cheaper  priced  ones. 

Roots  $  .50 

JAMES  KIRBY  (I.  D.)  Another  season  has  shown  that  we  made  no 
mistake  in  featuring  this  variety  in  our  1933  catalogue.  It  has  proved 
its  worth  for  a  cut  flower  as  well  as  exhibition.  The  color  is  crimson 
shading  to  ruby  at  center.  Plants  are  ideal  growers  with  a  heavy 
insect  resistant  foliage.  You  can  not  go  wrong  in  trying  it. 

Roots  SI. 00  Plants  S  .50 

JANE  COWL  (I.  D.)  This  giant  flower  is  easily  the  most  outstanding 
variety  of  the  present  generation.  It  is  far  too  well  known  to  require 
any  lengthy  description.  However,  for  the  benefit  of  any  beginners, 
we  will  say  that  it  is  a  glistening  bronzy  buff  of  ideal  habits,  and  by 
all  means  try  it.  Roots  $  .50 — 3  for  $1.00 

JEAN  TRIMBEE  (S.  C.)  The  rich  purple  or  petunia  violet  of  this 
flower  instantly  attract.  It  has  heavy  petals  which  are  not  only 
revolute,  but  twisted  and  curled.  Plants  are  good  growers  with  long 
stems.  Roots  SI. 00  Plnats  S  .50 

JESSICA  DRAGONETTE  (S.  C.)  Our  1935  introduction  which  has 
made  good  throughout  the  country.  Named  in  honor  of  this  most 
charming  and  petite  radio  star  at  the  1934  A.  D.  S.  exhibition  in  New 
York.  The  christening  was  made  over  the  air  in  opening  the  show. 
Miss  Dragonette  said  in  part:  “I  have  always  admired  Dahlias,  but 
never  expected  to  have  one  named  after  me.  And  now  to  have  one 
of  such  exquisite  beauty  named  for  me,  is  an  honor  I  appreciate 
deeply.” 

Comparison  with  the  color  chart  shows  the  colors  to  be  picric  yellow 
suffused  with  Venetian  pink.  However,  a  description  which  we  think 
more  readily  visualized  would  be  peach  and  cream  with  a  shading  of 
deeper  pink  on  the  reverse  of  the  petals.  The  type  is  semi-cactus 
almost  bordering  on  the  informal  decorative.  The  petals  turn  in, 
making  the  huge  blooms  both  deep  and  massive.  The  plants  are  rugged 
growing  with  good  stout  stems  and  produce  an  abundance  of  blooms. 
One  of  the  few  varieties  on  Derrill  Hart’s  1934  Honor  Roll. 

Roots  S3. 00  Plants  $1.50 

JIM  MOORE  (I.  I).)  A  Dahlia  worthy  of  a  place  in  any  garden.  It  is 
distinctive  in  both  form  and  color.  The  petals  are  long  and  regular, 
rolling  back  at  tips.  Color  primrose  yellow,  shaded  gold  and  suffused 
salmon.  Roots  $  .50 

KAY  FRANCIS  (S.  C.)  Winner  of  the  Am.  Home  achievement  medal 
at  the  1934  A.  D.  S.  exhibition.  Somewhat  similar  to  Frau  O.  Bracht 
but  slightly  deeper  lemon  yellow  in  color  and  the  blooms  are  much 
heavier  formed.  Plants  are  tall  and  should  be  quite  well  disbudded 
for  best  results.  Roots  S2.50  Plants  $1.25 

KENTUCKY  (F.  D.)  A  sport  of  Jersey’s  Beauty  and  identical  in  every 

way  except  color  which  is  combination  of  soft  salmon,  orange  and 
gold.  Equally  good  as  a  cut  flower  as  its  parent.  Roots  $  .50 

KISS  ME  (S.  C.)  A  very  unusual  bi-color  of  about  four  inches  in 
diameter.  The  base  color  is  garnet  red  with  the  petals  edged  and 
tipped  white.  An  exceedingly  free  bloomer  and  a  splendid  cut  flower. 
Should  be  a  winner  in  the  medium  size  classes.  Roots  $  .50 

LEMONIA  (S.  C.)  A  very  large  spreading  yellow  of  the  Fort  Mon¬ 
mouth  type.  Roots  SI. 50  Plants  S  .75 

LORD  OF  AUTUMN  (F.  D.)  This  bright  yellow  giant  has  become  one 
of  the  most  popular  varieties  wherever  Dahlias  are  grown.  The 
blooms  are  very  large  and  deep  and  the  stems  the  best.  Has  a 
grand  record  as  a  prize  winner.  Roots  S2.50  Plants  SI. 00 

MARILDA  (F.  D.)  This  may  best  be  described  as  a  glorified  Yankee 
Queer,  as  it  has  the  same  soft  pink  shadings  with  just  a  slight  mark¬ 
ing  of  white  on  the  edges  and  reverse  of  the  petals.  The  size  is  about 
8  inches  under  ordinary  conditions.  The  plants  grow  about  4  feet  in 
height  and  the  blooms  are  held  facing  on  a  fine  erect  straight  stem. 
Flowers  last  extremely  well  when  cut.  Roots  $  .50 

MARGRACE  (I.  D.)  One  of  the  most  outstanding  of  the  1936  intro¬ 
ductions  and  a  big  winner  wherever  shown  last  season.  The  face  of 
the  flowers  are  a  brilliant  scarlet  with  the  slightly  twisted  petals 
showing  a  gold  tan  reverse.  Excellent  growing  habits  and,  of 
course,  the  size  is  the  very  largest.  Roots  $5.00  Plants  S2.50 

MARY  HELEN  (Ball)  We  were  very  much  pleased  with  the  reception 
given  this,  our  1931  introduction.  We  felt  that  there  was  a  need  for 
a  good  yellow  Ball  dahlia,  and  the  satisfaction  with  which  this  has 
been  received  has  justified  this  opinion.  Mary  Helen  is  the  largest 
type  of  Ball  dahlia  with  very  fine  erect  stems.  The  color  is  clear 
glistening  yellow.  Roots  $  .50 

MAY  ROBSON  (S.  C.)  Somewhat  similar  but  a  brighter  shade  of  pink 
than  Kathleen  Norris.  A  sturdy  grower  and  all  good  habits. 

Plants  $1.25 
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MILTON  J.  (  ROSS  (I.  I).)  This  was  the  hip  winner  of  the  1935  show 
season  winning  the  American  Home  Achievement  Medals  including 
that  at  the  New  York  Show.  The  color  is  apricot  peach  with  a 
bright  golden  face.  The  flowers  will  grow  12  inches  in  diameter  and 
8  inches  deep  and  are  held  well  above  the  foliage  on  good  stems. 

Roots  $10.00  Plants  $5.00 

MISS  BELGIUM  (('actus)  A  medium  size  cactus  of  a  brilliant  orange 
shade  on  long  stiff  stems.
